FROM  THE  MAILBOX 

Corrects  error  in  Deyell 's  "Ahom  Language  Coins  of  Assam" 

I was  very  interested  in  the  article  written  by  John  Deyell  on  the 
Ahom  Language  Coins  of  Assam.  It  is  very  valuable  to  have  a full 
description  of  these  coins  available,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Ahom  names  of  the  remaining  rulers  will  assist  in  the  discovery  of 
new  varieties . 

I would,  however,  like  to  correct  one  major  error  in  this  article, 
adding  that  it  is  with  the  full  knowledge  and  approval  of  John  Deyell. 
Coin  No.  1 is  not  a coin  of  Suklenmung  dated  1543  A.D.,  but  is  a coin 
of  Shupungmung  dated  1663  A.D.  A glance  at  the  list  of  names  of 
coinless  kings  will  confirm  that  John  Deyell  had  correctly  postulated 
both  the  reading  of  the  king's  name  and  the  date,  but  he  had  rashly 
followed  the  attribution  of  this  coin  given  by  John  Allen  (1909)  and 
other  numismatists.  According  to  the  Ahom-Assamese-English  Dictionary 
by  G.  C.  Barua  (Calcutta  1920,  Shuklenmung ' s name  should  be  written 

•'  trifc^e  ",  which  is  nothing  like  the  name  on  this  coin.  It  is 

clear  that  all  the  eminent  numismatists  who  misattributed  this  coin 
were  mislead  by  the  same  G.  C.  Barua,  who  first  read  the  coin  in 
1895,  when  he  was  a young  man,  just  learning  the  Ahom  script,  and 
his  reading  of  Shuklenmung  was  published  by  Gait  in  JASB  for  that  year. 
(The  reattribution  of  Shuklenmung  coins  to  Shupungmung  was  first  made 
in  my  article  "The  Earliest  Coins  of  Assam"  in  Spink's  Numismatic 
Circular  for  October  1975.) 

The  reattribution  of  this  coin  means  there  is  no  reason  to  suspect 
that  coins  were  struck  in  Assam  before  1648  A.D.,  in  which  year 
Jayadhvaja  Simha  struck  rupees  in  Bengali  script,  and  also  all  the 
Ahom  coins,  without  exception,  were  struck  in  the  coronation  year  of 
the  king. 
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Finally,  I should  like  to  add  that  I have  two  Ahom  coins  in  my  col- 
lection which  were  not  mentioned  in  this  article.  Coin  No.  3,  of 
Shuhung,  but  with  No.  1 reverse.  Coin  No.  6,  of  Shurempha,  but  a AR 
rupee.

JETON 

Reprinted  from  Alfred  Szego’s  FIFTH  BULLETIN  FOR  1978 

Larousse's  Frenah-English  Dictionary  defines  jeton  as  "token,  tally, 
mark,  counter".  Jetons  differ  from  coins  and  tokens  as  they  were 
not  intended  to  serve  as  mediums  of  exchange.  Nonetheless,  due  to 
shortage  of  small  change  during  the  16-19th  centuries,  many  did  cir- 
culate as  money.  Jetons  have  been  struck  since  approximately  the 
3rd  century  for  many  purposes  and  at  many  places.  A few  categories 
are  briefly  described. 

(1)  Rechenpf ennigs  or  Counters:  Used  by  merchants,  bankers,  etc. 

for  computing  and  accounting.  Issued  c.l4-18th  century,  the 
major  portion  were  produced  at  the  Nuremburg  mint  and  usually 
bear  the  mintmaster's  name  or  initials.  Designs  varied  from 
political  to  mythological  to  satire.  Average  size  25-30mm 
and  usually  struck  in  brass  though  some  early  coppers  exist. 

(2)  Historical  & Political  Jetons:  Issued  mainly  in  the  Spanish 

Netherlands  and  France,  the  themes  depicted  major  and  minor 
historical  events  and  contemporary  personalities.  Almost 
always  struck  in  copper,  averaging  26-31mm. 

(3)  Proclamation  Jetons:  called  "Gedenkmunze"  in  Germanic  lands. 

Official  strikes,  usually  on  coin  planchets,  to  commemorate 

a person  or  event  of  significance  in  the  Royal  family  or 
current  ruler. 

(4)  Family  Jetons:  Depicts  the  coat-of-arms  of  a nobleman,  aris- 

tocrat or  one  in  the  ecclesiastic  family.  Among  the  scarcest 
of  all  jetons. 

(5)  Spielmarke  or  Spielmunze:  Game  counters  anologous  to  modern 

poker  chips.  Mostly  produced  at  the  Nuremburg  mint  in  Germany. 

(6)  Satirical  Tokens:  Vehicles  of  political,  social  and/or 

economic  satire. 

(7)  Money  Weights:  Used  by  merchants,  bankers,  etc.  to  check  or 

verify  weights,  especially  of  foreign  coins. 

The  above  are  only  intended  to  give  the  beginner  some  framework 
within  which  to  start  or  organize  a collection.  We  eliminated  de- 
scribing the  many  motivations  causing  the  striking  of  various  other 
jetons  and  tokens  since  these  are  self-evident  (e.g.  transportation, 
good,  charity,  work,  etc.). 
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ORDER  OF  THE 
WHITE  EAGLE

Out  of  Poland's  glorious  history  comes  its  rarest,  most  prestigious 
and  highest  order  of  chivalry,  the  ORDER  OF  THE  WHITE  EAGLE. 

The  uniqueness  of  the  order  is  not  predicated  solely  upon  its  age,  but 
upon  its  exclusiveness  and  highest  standing  in  Poland's  decorations. 

The  exact  date  of  the  founding  of  the  order  is  in  dispute,  three 
claims  have  been  offered  as  to  its  origin.  The  first  states,  and 
some  trustworthy authorities  agree,  that  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle 
was  founded  in  1325  to  commemorate  the  marriage  of  Casimir,  son  of 
Wladyslaw  I Lokietek,  to  Anna,  Princess  of  Lithuania.  King  Wladyslaw 
I intended  the  Order  to  recognize  faithfulness  of  Polish  nobles. 

Some  notable  authorities  discard  the  above  claim  and  aver  that  the 
Order  was  founded  by  the  great  Chancellor  of  the  Republic  of  Poland, 
Jerzy  Ossilinski,  who  lived  in  the  sixteenth  century.  The  Catholic 
Church  bestowed  the  title  of  "Prince"  on  Ossilinski  for  founding  the 
Order  of  the  Immaculate  Virgin  from  which  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle 
is  said  to  have  evolved. 

The  third  and  last  group  of  scholars  discount  both  previous  theories 
and  say  that  August  II,  the  Strong,  of  the  Wettin  family,  founded  the 
Order  in  1705  to  reciprocate  by  awarding  Peter  the  Great  this  order 
in  exchange  for  the  highest  order  of  Russia,  the  Order  of  St.  Andrew. 

Possibly  preceding  the  White  Eagle  were  two  other  Polish  orders:  the 

Golden  Hart  and  Holy  Ghost.  The  Piastowian  Order  of  the  Golden  Hart 
was  founded  as  a hunting  Order  by  George  Wilhelm,  the  last  Piast,  in 
1672,  in  Silesia.  The  Order  of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  founded  by  Henry 
III,  King  of  Poland  and  France,  in  1578,  to  commemorate  his  election 
to  the  Polish  throne. 

No  matter  when  and  by  whom  the  Order  was  established,  four  outstand- 
ing attributes  appear: 

1.  The  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  was  the  highest  Order  of  both 
the  Kingdom  and  Republic  of  Poland. 

2.  The  Order  was  awarded  for  exceptional  merit. 

3.  Foreigners  were  eligible  recipients  in  both  the  Kingdom  and 
Republic  periods. 

4.  The  Order  could  not  ever  be  considered  an  active  Order. 
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In  the  early  stages  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  was  rarely  bestowed. 
During  the  15th  and  16th  Centuries,  it  was  occasionally  awarded,  but 
it  was  not  really  an  active  Order. 

A distinction  between  the  Medal  and  the  Order  is  sometimes  made.  The 
Medal  of  the  White  Eagle  was  founded  in  1705,  while  the  Order  of  the 
White  Eagle  is  said  to  have  been  founded  in  1713.  When  this  distinc- 
tion is  discussed,  it  appears  a matter  of  semantics.  Since  the  Medal 
appears  to  have  been  the  predecessor  of  the  Order  in  this  connotation, 
this  distinction  appears  rather  trivial. 

During  the  reign  of  August  II  (1697-1732),  the  Order  of  the  White 
Eagle  was  bestowed  not  so  much  for  merit  and  service  to  the  crown, 
but  as  an  Order  by  the  Grace  of  the  King.  However,  it  was  rarely 
granted . 

As  an  exception  to  the  general  rule  of  merit.  Count  Bruehl,  minister 
for  August  III,  was  also  a director  (referee)  of  the  Order,  and  as 
such  he  descended  to  openly  sell  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle.  He 
charged  10,000  gold  zlote  (dukats) — and  at  times  even  more — for  the 
privilege  of  receiving  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle. 

At  the  outset,  the  sale  of  the  Order  by  Bruehl  was  lively.  When  the 
demand  therefor  fell,  so  did  the  price.  One  could  buy  the  patent  for 
the  Order  for  less  than  1,000  red  zlote  (dukats). 

Even  toward  the  end  of  August  Ill's  reign,  it  was  possible  to  purchase 
the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle.  However,  the  only  ones  entitled  to 
purchase  were  those  empowered  to  sit  in  the  senate.  Thus,  the  city 
dwellers  not  so  entitled  to  sit,  would  sew  a silk  cross  on  their 
coats  (czarmarz,  a coat  tied  with  strings).  This  method  of  distinc- 
tion without  a White  Eagle  lasted  a few  decades  and  then  gradually 
disappeared . 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  on  the  occasion  of  instituting  this 
Order  in  1705,  the  Dressden  Mint  issued  a commemorative  thaler  show- 
ing the  cross  of  the  White  Eagle  with  sapphires  and  the  star  of  the 
Order  with  legend  reading  RESTAURATOR  ORDINIS  AQUILAE  POLONICAE  (Re- 
storer of  the  Polish  Order  of  the  White  Eagle) . It  is  claimed  by 
those  not  subscribing  to  the  theory  that  the  Order  was  founded  in 
1325,  that  the  intent  of  "RESTAURATOR"  was  meant  to  confuse  the  con- 
temporary aristocracy  which  protested  the  institution  of  honorary 
awards.  The  claim  being  that  there  was  no  Order  of  the  White  Eagle 
before  1705. 

Throughout  Europe  during  the  period  of  1794  to  1815,  there  was  a 
great  proliferation  of  orders.  New  orders  seemed  to  be  instituted 
almost  daily.  But  in  Poland,  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  for 
practical  purposes  ceased  to  exist  after  the  Partitions.  This  was 
valid  until  the  establishment  of  the  Duchy  of  Warsaw. 

In  1807,  after  the  Treaty  of  Tilsit,  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Warsaw  was 
created  with  Frederick  August,  grandson  of  August  III,  as  Grand  Duke. 
This  Duke  of  Warsaw  revived  all  Polish  Orders  and  he  became  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle. 

The  second  Congress  of  Vienna  created  a "Kingdom  of  Poland"  with  the 
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Tsar  of  Russia  as  the  King  of  Poland.  In  this  capacity  as  "king". 

Tsar  Alexander  I continued  to  grant  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle, 
but  only  to  Poles. 

From  the  time  the  Duchy  of  Warsaw  ended,  the  rulers  of  Russia  claimed 
the  title  of  Kings  of  Poland  while  the  Poles  consistently  referred 
to  them  as  Tsars.  This  charade  continued  until  the  Poles  openly 
vented  their  feelings  in  1831  with  a revolution  against  the  king-tsar. 
Angered  Tsar  Nicholas  I abolished  the  pretense  of  the  "Kingdom",  and 
whatever  autonomy  the  Poles  enjoyed  therein.  In  the  abolition  pro- 
cess, the  Tsar  appropriated  all  Polish  Orders  into  the  Russian  scheme. 
Thus  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle,  Order  of  St.  Stanislaus  and  Virtuti 
Militari  became  Russian  orders. 

The  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  as  a Russian  order  was  originally  held 
in  high  esteem.  The  Russians  placed  it  in  the  third  highest  position 
among  their  Orders.  Only  the  Order  of  St.  Andrew  and  the  Order  of 
St.  Alexander  Nevsky  was  considered  superior.  If  a recipient  held 
all  three  Orders  and  wore  them  simultaneously,  the  St.  Andrew  was 
worn  on  a cordon,  the  Alexander  Nevsky  as  a collar  and  the  White 
Eagle  was  worn  on  the  breast.  But  worn  separately,  any  of  the  three 
Orders  could  be  worn  on  a cordon.  Those  granted  the  Knight  of  St. 
Andrew  automatically  were  awarded  the  White  Eagle  and  the  first  class 
of  the  Order  of  St.  Stanislaus. 

During  the  time  the  Tsars  granted  the  White  Eagle,  especially  initi- 
ally, it  was  an  award  of  merit,  granted  to  Poles,  Russians  and  to 
foreign  diplomats.  When  granted  for  military  merit,  crossed  swords 
were  placed  between  the  Russian  eagle  and  the  Russian  crown.  And  it 
should  be  here  noted  that  an  award  of  the  Russian  White  Eagle  indi- 
cated the  receipt  of  all  other  lower  Russian  Orders. 

With  passage  of  time,  the  Russian  White  Eagle  appears  to  have  lost 
some  of  its  glamour.  By  the  late  1800s,  it  was  granted  to  generals 
who  lost  battles  but  did  their  duty. 

Recipients  of  high  Russian  Imperial  Orders  often  received  as  part  of 
the  award,  land,  great  prestige  and  the  status  of  nobility — either 
personal  or  hereditary.  Thus  it  is  easy  to  see  that  these  awards 
were  not  regarded  favorably  after  the  Russian  Revolution  of  1917. 
Initially,  the  provisional  government  continued  to  issue  Russian 
Orders,  but  now  in  the  provisional  government's  name  and  not  the 
tsars.  Subsequently,  all  Imperial  Russian  Orders  were  abolished. 

On  February  9,  1919,  Admiral  Kolchak,  of  the  Omsk  Government,  de- 
creed that  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  be  held  in  abeyance.  In  the 
same  decree,  the  St.  Stanislaus  was  abolished. 

When  World  War  I ended,  not  only  was  the  Independence  of  Poland  pro- 
claimed, but  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  was  again  placed  at  the 
top  rung  of  orders.  It  again  became  the  highest  Order  of  Poland. 

It  was  held  in  such  high  esteem  that  only  thirty  were  awarded  from 
1918  to  the  present.  The  White  Eagle  was  granted  only  for  the 
highest  exceptional  service  to  the  state. 

The  list  of  the  recipients  of  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  since 
World  War  I best  illustrates  its  prestigious  nature.

The  present  government  in  Poland  appears  to  have  relegated  to  the  ob- 
solete list  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle.  This  considering  the 
theory  and  basis  of  the  government  is  understandable.  However,  in 
the  field  of  Orders  of  Chivalry,  the  placement  of  an  Order  on  the 
obsolete  list  merely  means  the  order  for  the  present  lies  dormant  and 
can  be  reactivated  at  the  whim  of  the  government. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  the  history  of  the  Order  of  the  White 
Eagle,  it  should  be  stated  that  at  the  time  of  the  last  monarch  of 
Poland,  Stanislaw  Poniatowski,  a gold  medallion  of  the  Order  of  the 
White  Eagle  was  issued. 

Proceeding  to  the  area  of  the  history  of  the  insignia  of  the  Order 
itself,  it  should  be  noted  that  as  the  highest  Polish  Order,  there 
are  two  major  types  of  the  insignia.  The  type  appearing  before  World 
War  I and  that  appearing  after.  As  a Russian  Order,  only  one  type 
can  be  discerned.  However,  the  Russian  type  was  subdivided  into 
Christian  and  non-Christian. 
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The  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  always  had  only  one  class.  The  insignia 
consisted  of  three  parts:  the  badge,  the  star,  and  the  sash. 

The  true  symbol  of  orders  is  the  badge.  This  applies  to  both  those 
granted  either  by  grace  or  through  merit.  While  the  badge  is  always 
worn  with  the  star,  the  star  can  be  worn  separately. 

In  the  first  known  example  of  the  badge  of  the  White  Eagle,  the  badge 
had  a red  enameled  Maltese  cross  edged  with  white  enamel.  The  eight 
tips  of  the  cross  had  a diamond.  Between  the  arms  of  the  Maltese 
cross  were  diamond  inserts  in  ray  form.  Superimposed  and  in  the 
center  was  a crowned  Polish  eagle.  The  reverse  had  a white  enameled 
cross  with  the  crown  and  initials  of  August  II  in  an  oval. 

In  1921,  the  second  Polish  type  was  re-established.  It  had  a red  enam- 
eled Maltese  cross  edged  with  white  enamel.  The  eight  tips  of  the 
cross  had  a bronze  ball.  Between  the  arms  of  the  Maltese  cross  were

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bronze  rays  leading  outward  from  the  center.  Superimposed  and  in  the 
center  was  a crowned  Polish  eagle.  The  reverse  had  a bronze-gold 
colored  Maltese  cross  with  the  motto  ZA  OJCZYZNE  I NAROD  on  the  arms 
of  the  cross.  Rays  of  gold  lead  outward  from  the  center.  The  center 
was  rimmed  in  green  leaves,  enameled  white  with  gold  letters  RP  inter- 
twined. The  edge  of  the  cross  also  was  enameled  white.  It  measured 
78mm  x 70mm. 

The  badge  of  the  Russian  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  had  a two-headed 
black  eagle  enameled  in  black,  both  heads  of  which  were  in  gold.  On 
its  breast  was  the  gold,  red  enameled  Maltese  Cross  of  the  order. 

On  the  cross  was  a white  enameled  Polish  eagle.  Each  of  the  eagles' 
heads  had  a separate  crown,  and  above  all  is  the  Russian  crown  con- 
necting all  with  a blue  ribbon  (enameled) . The  reverse  had  a white 
enameled  gold  cross  with  red  enameled  borders.  Between  the  arms  of 
the  cross  were  gold  flames.  In  the  center  of  the  cross  was  an  oval 
gold  medallion  with  a gold  "M" . This  design  remained  unchanged  un- 
til the  Russian  Revolution  of  1917.  Before  terminating  this  aspect, 
it  should  be  noted  that  the  Russian  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  for 
special  service  was  granted  "with  diamonds".  This  was  considered  a 
higher  order  than  without  diamonds. 

Originally  the  star  was  embroidered  on  cloth,  being  a silver  star  of 
eight  points  with  the  cross  of  the  order  surmounting.  There  was  no 
eagle  thereon,  but  the  motto  was  found  on  the  arms.  When  the  King 
received  the  order  from  the  Government,  it  read  PRO  FIDE  PLEBE  ET 
LEGE  (For  Faith,  People  and  the  Law) . When  the  King  bestowed  the 
order,  it  read  PRO  FIDE,  REGE  ET  LEGE  (For  Faith,  King  and  the  Law). 

The  star  of  the  Russian  order  of  the  White  Eagle  had  eight  groups  of 
rays  around  a medallion  in  the  center.  The  medallion  was  white  en- 
ameled with  a red  enameled  edge.  In  the  middle  of  the  medallion  was 
a cross  of  gold.  On  a blue  band  circling  the  medallion  is  the  motto 
in  gold  PRO  FIED,  REGE,  ET  LEGE.  The  dimensions  of  the  star  varied 
from  89mm  to  95mm. 

When  the  Russian  order  was  granted  to  a non-Christian,  the  Russian 
eagle  in  the  medallion  replaced  saints,  crosses  and  holy  mottos. 

There  could  be  crossed  swords  to  show  military  merit  on  stars  of  the 
Russian  Order  of  the  White  Eagle. 

When  the  Plish  Republic  re-established  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle 
as  a Polish  Order  after  World  War  I,  the  star  was  the  same  as  the 
Russian  star  except  that  an  RP  (Republic  of  Poland)  replaced  the 
Russian  eagle,  crosses,  etc.  on  the  center  of  the  medallion. 

All  ancient  orders  began  with  one  color  ribbon.  In  the  case  of  the 
Polish  Order  of  the  White  Eagle,  light  blue  moire  was  selected.  Blue 
was  regarded  as  most  expressive  and  beautiful.  It  was  the  color  of 
the  sky,  which  is  reminiscent  of  Swarog,  the  Slavic  sky  god,  the 
main  pagan  god.  It  was  also  the  color  of  Royal  honor  and  virtue. 

Many  other  orders  used  blue.  Among  these  were  the  Order  of  the  Garter, 
Order  of  the  Elephant,  Order  of  St.  Andrew,  Order  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  Order  of  St.  Patrick. 

In  1831,  when  the  Tsar  of  Russia  incorporated  the  Polish  Orders  into 
the  Imperial  Orders  of  Russia,  the  sash  of  the  White  Eagle  became 
dark  blue.

The  old  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  required  that  the  collar  (a  chain 
worn  over  the  shoulder)  be  worn  only  by  the  King.  The  chain  consist- 
ed of  three  medallions.  The  first  portrayed  the  Virgin  Mary,  the 
second  medallion  had  a White  Eagle,  while  the  third  had  the  initials 
of  Mary.  The  modern  collar  has  an  RP  on  the  wreath  with  17  county 
badges  comprising  the  chain. 

One  might  find  many  sizes  of  the  Order  of  the  White  Eagle.  And  this 
applies  to  both  the  original  Polish  and  the  subsequent  Russian.  Each 
holder  of  the  early  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  felt  compelled  to  have  the 
most  ornate  and  largest  insignia  of  the  order.  For  instance,  when  one 
recipient  of  the  Order  ordered  a badge  21  inches  wide  and  high,  a 
member  of  the  aristocratic  Potocki  family  ordered  another  25  inches 
in  diameter. 

The  size  of  the  Russian  Orders  varied  with  the  period  of  issuance. 

The  Russian  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  in  reduced  size  was  permitted 
to  be  worn  when  either  the  Order  of  St.  Andrew  or  St.  Alexander 
Nevsky  was  worn  on  the  neck. 

During  August  II  time,  to  possess  the  Order  was  expensive.  The  hold- 
ers of  the  White  Eagle  had  to  buy  duplicates  of  the  insignia  which 
they  wore  on  all  outer  clothing,  even  on  their  dressing  gowns.  When 
leaving  the  city,  the  carriage  of  a holder  had  to  be  pulled  by  six 
horses  and  attended  by  a sufficient  staff  of  armed  servants. 

Before  concluding  this  paper,  it  should  be  noted  that  among  the  re- 
cipients of  the  early  Polish  Order  of  the  White  Eagle  were  such  names 
as:  August  II,  King  of  Poland;  Peter  the  Great;  King  Stanislaw 
Leszczynski;  Stanislaw  Poniatowski,  the  last  King  of  Poland;  and 
Duke  Wellington

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BELFAST  300  YEARS  AGO

If  a time  machine  could  transport  us  backwards  in  time  to  the  Belfast 
of  1660  there  would  be  little  or  nothing  familiar  to  the  citizens  of 
today.  In  those  days  Carrickf ergus  was  "the"  town  of  importance  and 
Belfast  huddled  round  the  banks  of  the  Farset.  Today  that  river  flows 
beneath  High  Street  but  then  sailing  ships  berthed  there  and  sheltered 
by  the  castle  of  the  Chichesters.  A few  streets  held  all  the  people 
who  lived  in  the  town.  Even  then  it  was  a thriving  trading  centre 
and  when  a shortage  of  small  change  threatened  their  quest  for  profit 
the  local  merchants  had  their  own  token  coins  made  and  issued.  Per- 
haps the  first  local  merchant  to  issue  coins  was  John  Corry  but  as 
several  other  shopkeepers  and  inn-keepers  issued  coins  without  a date 
it  is  a question  without  a definite  answer. 


Leaving  aside  the  question  of  who  issued  the  first  coin,  I think  it 
is  clear  that  the  last  was  issued  by  the  town  itself  in  1671.  Even 
then  the  sea  was  all  important  and  the  Town  Penny  bore  a ship.  This 
also  appeared  on  the  tokens  issued  by  Alexander  Sinclair  and  John 
Stewart,  the  latter  being  the  only  trader  to  issue  coins  bearing  two 
dates,  1656  and  1657.  It  would  seem  likely  that  he  was  the  biggest 
trader  in  Belfast  if  within  a year  of  issuing  coins  he  found  it 
necessary  to  have  more  made.  Unfortunately,  the  tokens  are  not  much 
help  in  deciding  which  trade  was  followed  by  the  issuers  of  tokens 
as  almost  without  exception  they  described  themselves  as  Merchants. 
There  seems  to  have  been  no  agreement  as  to  the  spelling  of  the  word 
merchant  as  of  the  eleven  traders  issuing  tokens  with  this  word,  or 
its  abbreviation,  nine  used  one  spelling  . . Marchant  and  only  two  the 
more  modern  Merchant.  The  only  trader  to  specify  a particular  trade 
was  John  Girvan  whose  token  bore  a still  proclaiming  his  to  be  a 
distiller . 


The  inn-keepers  of  Belfast  who  sold  Girvan' s wares,  or  home-brewed 
beer,  were  rather  unimaginative  when  it  came  to  the  signs  swinging 
before  their  establishments.  The  Bell  or  the  Ship,  or  in  the  case 
of  John  Steward,  both  together,  were  almost  the  sum  total  of  signs. 
Perhaps  where  the  Bell  appears  on  the  tokens  of  three  inn-keepers, 
it  only  means  the  inn  had  changed  hands  or  else  the  inns  were  known 
as  the  Golden  Bell  or  the  Silver  Bell.  There  is  indeed  evidence  of 
an  inn-keeper  taking  a partner  as  Thomas  Aitkin  issued  an  undated 
token  bearing  the  Fleur  de  Lys  and  three  crowns  and  later  along  with 
William  Lockhart  issued  a similar  coin.  While  the  signs  of  the  Ship 
and  of  the  Bell  are  readily  explainable  as  lying  along  the  dock  or 
beside  the  church,  the  present  day  St.  George's,  Aitkin's  sign  is 
rather  puzzling.  The  Fleur  de  Lys  may  indicate  a connection  with 
France,  either  by  trade  or  through  the  Huguenot  immigrants,  but  its 
association  with  the  three  crowns  which  suggest  the  province  of 
Munster  is  difficult  to  explain. 

Another  interesting  point  about  the  traders  who  issued  tokens  three 
hundred  years  ago  in  Belfast  is  that  their  names,  allowing  for 
changes  in  spelling,  still  are  to  be  found  in  our  city.  It  is

When  one  thinks  of  windmills,  it  is  usually  in  connection  with  Holland 
and  the  valiant  efforts  of  the  Dutch  to  reclaim  land  from  the  sea  and 
keep  it  free  from  flooding  for  agricultural  purposes.  However,  wind- 
mills are  not  confined  to  Holland  and  may  be  found  in  many  other 
countries,  even  in  far-away  Spain.  In  the  northern  coastal  area  of 
Germany,  residents  have  long  employed  windmills  for  much  the  same  pur- 
poses as  the  Dutch,  as  reflected  by  notgeld  issued  during  the  period 
of  German  inflation  following  World  War  I.  Issues,  especially  from 
the  province  of  Schleswig-Holstein  and  coastal  areas  of  Upper  Saxony 
(Nieder  Sachsen)  particularly  reflect  this,  although  there  are  ex- 
ceptions as  we  shall  see. 

Some  examples  of  windmills  on  notgeld  include  an  issue  by  the  village 
of  Brunde  Rothenkrug  (now  R«$dekro,  part  of  Denmark)  in  North  Schleswig

which  issued  a 1 Mark  note  in  April  1920,  showing  the  telegraph  station 
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and  windmill  located  there.  It  is  a colorful  little  note  of  reds, 
greens  and  browns. 

A 50  Pfennig  note  from  Silderbrarup,  in  Schleswig-Holstein,  depicts 
the  skyline  of  the  village  showing  the  church  and  a very  conspicuous

windmill.  The  note  is  brown  and  orange  issued  in  1920.  The  small 
village  of  Suchsdorf,  in  the  same  province,  issued  a 25  Pfennig  note

in  August  1921,  colored  sa lmon , yel low,  blue  and  gray  that  has  a wind- 
mill as  the  very  central  theme  on  the  reverse. 

A note  from  Leer  in  Ostfriesland  shows  a windmill-powered  grinding 
mill  on  a 1 Mark  note  issued  in  1921,  and  colored  red,  green,  blue 
and  brown.

However,  windmills  were  not  confined  just  to  coastal  areas  as  has  been 
said.  A 50  Pfennig  note  issued  by  the  Magistrate  of  the  City  of 
Berlin  in  1921  shows  a view  from  the  Prenzlauer  Gate  in  the  northeast

section  of  Berlin  (now  in  the  Eastern  Zone)  consisting  of  five  wind- 
mills in  an  old  view  from  1822.  The  colors  are  a russet  and  black 
on  gray  paper. 


A note  issued  by  the  village  of  Diilken  in  the  lower  Rhine  valley 
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between  Monchengladbach  and  the  Dutch  frontier  on  August  1,  1920 
for  100  Pfennig  shows  a view  of  the  village  on  the  obverse  dated 
April  16,  1827,  and  two  windmills  may  be  seen  as  an  important  part 
of  the  village  from  that  period.

intriguing  to  speculate  as  to  the  relationship  between  those  citizens 
of  the  time  of  Charles  II  and  those  of  the  same  name  living  here  today. 
Twenty  one  names  are  to  be  found  on  these  tokens,  some  twice  and  one, 
Bigger,  three  times  and  every  one  can  be  found  listed  in  the  current 
telephone  directory.  Aitkin,  Bigger,  Bush,  Chalmers,  Clugston,  Corry, 
Dobbin,  Duok  (perhaps  Doagh),  Eccles,  Girvan,  Kilpatrick,  Lockart, 
Martin,  McCartney,  Moore,  Sinkler,  Sinclair,  Smith,  Speire,  Steward, 
Thombe  and  Whitside.  These  are  the  men  who  helped  to  build  the 
infant  Belfast  and  in  their  descendants  and  the  the  rare  tokens  bear- 
ing their  names  they  still  form  part  of  our  present  day  city.

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NUMI SMAT IC  NOTES  - FINLAND  - 1978

During  a recent  visit  to  Finland  from  Helsinki  in  the  south  to  Rova- 
niemi  and  Kemijarvi  in  the  north  the  following  observations  were 
made  concerning  current  banknotes  and  coins  in  circulation. 

The  Kansallis-Osake-Pankki  Bank  located  at  Pohoisesplanadi  and  Alex- 
santerinkatu  in  Helsinki  listed  the  following  coins  in  circulation: 

Y56a  1 Penni  in  Aluminum  Y60  50  Pennia  in  Alum. -Bronze 

Y57  5 Pennia  in  Bronze  Y61a  1 Markka  in  Copper-Nickel 

Y58  10  Pennia  in  Alum. -Bronze  Y65  5 Markka  in  Alum. -Bronze 
Y59  20  Pennia  in  Alum. -Bronze 

Coins  encountered  in  circulation  included  a Y56  1 Penni  in  Bronze  with 
a smooth  rim  and  all  the  foregoing  listed  coins  dated  1974,  1975  and 
1976.  The  single  exception  was  Y65  5 Markka,  the  well-known  and 
popular  "ice  breaker"  issue.  It  was  very  conspicuous  by  its  absence 
and  was  not  even  available  at  banks.  Reportedly  it  is  to  be  replaced 
shortly  by  a new  issue. 

Banknotes  listed  in  current  circulation  by  the  Kansallis-Osake-Pankki 
Bank  included: 


The  banknotes  encountered  in  circulation  included  P-103  5 Markka  Litt. 
A.  1963  in  blue;  P-104  10  Markka  Litt.  A 1963  in  dark  green;  P-106 
100  Markka  Litt.  A 1963  in  violet;  and  P-108  500  Markka  1975  in  blue 
and  violet.  A wholly  new  issue  as  yet  not  listed  was  the  50  Markka 
dated  1977  in  pink  and  orange  with  the  portrait  of  K.  J.  Stahlberg 
at  left.  Apparently  it  is  just  entering  circulation  as  all  specimens 
encountered  were  crisp  and  new.  P-98  1 Markka  1963  was  also  very 
conspicuous  by  its  total  absence  and  might  be  a victim  of  inflation. 

Rate  of  exchange  in  May-June  1978  was  one  Finmark  to  $0.26  U.S. 
Travellers  entering  Finland  may  bring  in  unlimited  quantities  of 
Finnish  as  well  as  foreign  banknotes,  coins,  checks  and  travellers 
checks.  When  leaving  a Finnish  traveller  may  take  out  Finnish  notes 
and  coins  as  well  as  foreign  means  of  payment  to  a total  maximum  of 
3000  Finnish  Marks.  This  restriction  does  not  apply  to  non-residents 
who  are  permitted  to  re-export  all  amounts  of  foreign  notes  and  coins 
declared  to  customs  officials  on  entering  Finland,  as  well  as  checks 
drawn  abroad  in  their  favor.  A non-resident  may  re-purchase  the 
amount  of  foreign  exchange  the  sale  of  which  can  be  supported  by 
vouchers.  However,  currency  regulations  allow  a person  who  has  sold 
other  than  convertible  currency  to  repurchase  that  same  currency  only. 

Probably  the  best  and  most  exhaustive  reference  in  existence  on 
Finnish  numismatics  is  Erkki  Borg's  recently  (1976)  revised  and  en- 
larged COIHS  AW  BANKNOTES  IN  FINLAND.  A 654-page  well-illustrated 
book,  published  by  Kirjapaino  Oy  Nova,  Helsinki,  and  available  from 
Merkki  Borg,  Keskuskatu  6,  00100  Helsinki  10,  Finland.  It  is  ex- 
pensive at  $76.00;  however,  it  is  certainly  the  most  complete  catalog

Member  C.  N.  Morrison,  264  Hiway  #35,  Eatontown,  N.J.  07724  sent  up  an 
example  of  Uruguay  20  Centesimos  1843/40  and  asked  for  help  on  the 
piece  (Y2.1). 

Being  dark,  the  coin  does  not  lend  itself  to  good  photography.  The 
question  of  concern  is  whether  it  is  a genuine  piece.  The  "3"  in 
the  date  is  about  completely  encircled  with  a large  "0".  The  example 
of  Mr.  Morrison's  is  similar  in  all  respects  to  the  photograph  in 
the  1979  edition  of  Krause-Mishler 's  STANDARD  CATALOG  OF  WORLD  COINS. 
The  large  "0"  complete  encircles  the  "3"  with  the  exception  that  it 
touches  the  "3"  about  7-8  o'clock  position. 

If  any  NI  member  has  had  experience  in  authenticating  these  pieces, 
it  would  be  appreciated  if  you  would  air  your  findings  with  Mr.  Mor- 
rison, sending  a copy  to  the  editor  for  publication  in  an  upcoming 
issue.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

RENNIKS  AUSTRALIAN  COIN  AND  BANKNOTE  GUIDE , by  Dion  H.  Skinner.  248pp, 
over  1200  illus . , 6-1/2"  x 9",  printed  on  glossy  paper,  stiff  paper 
cover.  Available  from  the  publisher:  Skinner  & Warnes,  28  Torrens 

Road,  Renown  Park,  South  Australia  5008,  Australia.  $13.70  Australian 
Dollars,  postpaid. 

The  Eleventh  Edition  of  this  guidebook,  released  in  mid-July,  covers 
Australian  minted  gold  coins  from  1852-1931,  Australian  Commonwealth 
coins  and  banknotes  from  1910-1977  and  Australian  and  New  Zealand 
tokens  from  1849-1881. 

Extensive  upward  price  revisions  have  been  made  in  this  edition  for 
many  coins  and  banknotes  in  the  higher  grades.  120  new  photos  have 
been  added  to  the  token  section. 

Coins  are  listed  by  date  and  mint  mark  with  mintage  figure  and  valu- 
ations in  5 grades  from  Very  Good  through  Uncirculated.  The  type 
coins  are  illustrated  with  good  photos.  Die  varieties  are  priced  in 
Fine  condition  and  illustrated  with  enlarged  photos.  Proof  coins 
and  proof  sets  are  priced  in  a separate  section.  Pattern  coins  are 
illustrated  and  priced.  A detailed  listing  is  given  for  the  1919- 
1921  square  half  penny  and  one  penny  pattern  pieces  with  enlarged 
photos  showing  both  sides  for  each  of  the  12  types. 

The  banknote  section  is  spacious  with  photos  of  both  sides  of  each 
type  note  and  pertinent  data  as  to  size,  color,  signature,  dates  of 
issue,  etc.  Pricing  is  given  separately  for  four  grades  from  Fine 
through  Uncirculated  for  each  signature  combination  or  other  minor 
change . 

Somewhat  over  half  of  the  guidebook  is  devoted  to  an  alphabetical 
listing  by  issuer  of  Australian  and  New  Zealand  tokens  issued  from 
1849-1881.  Data  given  for  each  token  and  for  the  major  die  varieties 
include:  a photo  of  both  sides,  Mr.  Skinner's  reference  number,  Mr. 

Hyde's  reference  number,  denomination,  date,  size  in  mm,  position  on 
a 1-10  rarity  scale,  minor  die  variations  not  illustrated  with  photos, 
valuations  in  three  conditions  (VG,  VF,  EF)  and  remarks  as  to  valuation, 
rarity,  auction  sales,  etc. 

This  excellent  guidebook  is  the  standard  pricing  guide  for  the  coins, 
tokens  and  banknotes  of  Australia.  Valuations  reflect  the  great  de- 
mand for,  and  scarcity  of,  many  coins  in  uncirculated  condition  and 
some  in  EF.

NOTGELD  CHATTER  comments,  among  other  things,  about  the  new  higher 
price  schedule  for  the  Keller  notgeld  reprints  (see  NIB,  April  1978, 
ppl37-139)  due  to  the  decline  of  the  US  dollar  against  the  German  Mark.

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COINS  OF  THE  SINDHAIS , by  Jan  Lingen  and  Kenneth  W.  Wiggins.  7-3/4" 
x 12",  stiff  paper  cover,  108pp,  over  200  coin  illus.  in  text.  Pub- 
lished by  Hawkins  Publications,  1978.  Distributed  by  B.  A.  Seaby, 
Ltd.,  London.  $24.00  US. 

This  is  the  first  volume  in  a new  series  entitled  Monographs  on 
Eastern  Coinage.  It  deals  with  the  coinage  of  one  Indian  State, 
GWALIOR,  which  was  founded  by  the  Sindhias  and  was  the  largest  in 
Central  India.  The  state  was  divided  roughly  into  two  parts:  the 
Gwalior,  or  northern  section  (a  compact  area  of  territory  lying  south 
of  the  Chambal  river  to  the  borders  of  the  Bhopal  State) , the  re- 
mainder comprised  a number  of  detached  districts  interposed  between 
various  portions  of  other  states,  situated  in  Western  Malwa.  During 
the  course  of  history  the  State  acquired  and  lost  various  districts 
lying  outside  its  eventual  borders.  It  ceased  to  be  an  independent 
State  when  on  May  28th,  1948  it  was  incorporated  with  others  into 
the  Madhya  Bharat  Union  with  India. 

The  coins  illustrated  and  described  in  this  catalogue  show  an  attempt 
to  define  the  various  issues  of  the  Sindhias,  although  at  times  it 
is  difficult  to  separate  the  issues  struck  by  the  Sindhias  from 
those  struck  by  their  immediate  predecessors.  In  most  cases  an  il- 
lustration has  been  given  of  the  principal  denomination,  in  the  form 
of  excellent  line  drawings  by  Mr.  Lingen.  The  weight  in  grains  (an 
average  for  the  type  illustrated)  is  given,  and  it  is  noted  that 
fractional  denominations  are  generally  in  proportion  to  the  weight 
of  the  major  denomination.  Coins  of  copper,  silver  and  gold  are 
described,  under  each  administrative  district  (Zitla) , from  the 
year  1745  to  1948.  The  most  plentiful  issues  are  those  from  Lashkar 
(1811-1948)  and  Ujjain  (1745-1925).  A brief  historical  note  accomp- 
anies each  section  (Zilla)  with  a note  on  the  characteristic  coin- 
age from  the  23  mints.  There  is  a final  section  on  miscellaneous 
and  unattributed  coins,  eight  in  silver  and  34  copper,  illustrated. 

This  is  an  important  contribution  to  the  literature  of  the  coinage 
of  the  Indian  Native  States  based  upon  the  authors'  collections, 
augmented  by  specimens  seen  in  the  British  Museum,  Ashmolean  and 
Fitzwilliam  Musems,  as  well  as  information  from  catalogues,  journal 
articles  and  assistance  from  private  collectors.

This  booklet  lists  186  silver  type  coins,  requiring  some  21.8  million 
troy  ounces  of  silver,  issued  by  80  countries  during  the  1977  calendar 
year.  Each  country  issued  from  1 to  9 type  coins  in  silver.  Most 
issued  from  1 to  3,  the  higher  number  being  for  proof  sets  in  silver. 

Countries  using  the  largest  amounts  of  silver  (in  troy  ounces)  are: 
France  (6,822,398),  German  Federal  Republic  (3,601,600),  Mexico 
(3,301,805),  Austria  (2,962,800),  Sweden  (1,511,601),  Thailand 
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(359,965),  Great  Britian  (345,541),  Canada  (309,939),  Italy  (197,851) 
and  Yugoslavia  (180,850). 


The  following  countries  distributed  the  largest  number  of  silver 
coins  in  1977:  German  Federal  Republic  (16,000,000),  France  (7,859,000) 

Austria  (6,000,000),  Mexico  (5,135,000),  Sweden  (1,880,569)  and 
Canada  (826,504). 

A separate  page  is  devoted  to  each  country.  The  denomination,  a brief 
description  of  the  design  and  the  mint  is  given  for  each  type  coin, 
followed  by  columns  giving:  dimension  in  mm,  weight  in  grams,  fine- 

ness, troy  ounces  of  silver  per  coin,  number  of  coins  struck  (proof 
coins  are  reported  separately  from  uncirculated  specimens)  and  the 
total  number  of  troy  ounces  of  pure  silver  used  by  each  country. 

Silver  is  being  used  by  an  ever  increasing  number  of  countries  in 
coinage,  especially  coins  of  commemorative  nature.  Only  72  countries 
issued  silver  coins  in  1976,  against  80  in  1977.

THE  COUNTERS  OF  NUREMBURG , one  of  the  earliest  of  Eklund' s many  series 
in  THE  NUMISMATIST,  has  been  unavailable  in  booklet  form  for  years, 
and  is  now  one  of  the  author's  least  well  known  monographs.  Nonethe- 
less, it  remains  the  best  guide  and  catalog  in  English  for  these 
frequently  encountered,  but  confusing  jettons  - and  the  only  study  in 
any  language  available  for  a modest  price. 

229  pieces  are  listed,  all  fully  described  in  the  style  that  charact- 
erizes Eklund 's  superb  monographs.  31  are  illustrated.  A fair  amount 
of  historical  material  is  presented.  The  arrangement  is  by  engraver, 
in  chronological  order,  covering  issues  from  about  1500  to  the  late 
1800 's.  Many  of  these  jettons  are  very  attractive  (and  still  cheap!) 
pieces  with  mythological,  biblical,  royal,  military  and  Judaic  themes. 

NI  member  Szego,  a craft-conscious  printer,  has  prepared  an  attractive 
booklet.  The  photographs  are  clearer  than  usual  for  ANA  reprints 
(although  even  in  the  original  article,  the  illustrations  were  un- 
exceptional). The  ANA  received  a royalty  on  each  copy  sold.

STANDARD  CATALOG  OF  WORLD  COINS 3 1979  EDITION 3 by  Chester  Krause  and 
Clifford  Mishler,  edited  by  Colin  R.  Bruce  II.  1760pp,  over  33,000 
illus  throughout  text,  heavy  paper  cover.  Released  July  21,  1978. 
Published  by  Krause  Publications,  Iola,  Wisconsin  54945.  $23.50.

The  newest  edition  (fifth)  of  this  standard  reference  is  2 inches 
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thick  and  is  printed  on  the  same  size  pages  as  previous  editions. 

This  edition  lists  over  69,000  coins  by  date  from  the  1770's  to  date 
(excluding  Russia  and  the  Ottoman  Empire)  for  1245  coin  issuing 
countries,  states,  provinces  and  cities,  with  mintage  statistics  and 
valuations  in  3 or  4 conditions.  The  previous  edition  listed  65,000 
coins  by  date  from  1900-1977  for  687  coin  issuing  countries,  states, 
provinces  and  cities  with  31,000  coin  photos  in  its  1600  pages. 
Actually,  over  300  pages  of  new  material  was  added  to  the  1979  edition, 
according  to  the  layout  standards  for  the  1977  edition,  but  by  more 
efficient  use  of  space  and  organization,  the  additional  growth  of  the 
1979  edition  was  kept  to  160  pages. 

There  are  many  new  additions.  Prices  have  been  reviewed,  new  dates 
have  been  added,  and  new  photos  and  sketches  have  been  included.  The 
three  grade  pricing  format  used  in  the  previous  edition  has  been  ex- 
panded to  4 grades  (F,  VF,  EF  and  UNC)  for  the  coins  of  Australia, 

Great  Britain,  Ireland,  Mexico,  The  Netherlands  and  from  1971  on  for 
Germany.  The  four  grade  pricing  format  will  be  expanded  to  other 
countries  popular  with  collectors  for  the  next  edition. 

The  Indian  Native  States  listings  have  been  completely  revised  and 
greatly  expanded  throughout  as  is  also  the  case  for  Afghanistan. 

A detailed  listing  of  the  coin  issues  in  the  name  of  the  Durrani 
emperors  of  Afghanistan  and  northwestern  India  have  been  added. 

Greatly  expanded  covereage  is  given  France's  national  essai,  piefort 
and  pretender  coin  emissions. 

Listings  for  the  coinage  of  Austria  and  Austrian  states  date  back  to 
the  death  of  Francis  I in  1765. 

Coverage  for  Denmark  now  starts  with  the  reign  of  Christain  VII  in 
1766. 

The  Papal  States  are  now  covered  from  the  issues  of  Pius  VI  in  1774. 

Portugal  and  her  colonies  are  covered  from  Pedro  and  Maria  in  1777. 

The  listing  for  Spain  and  its  colonial  possessions  now  commences 
with  the  1760  issues  which  marked  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of 
Charles  III. 

The  listing  for  Poland  now  goes  back  to  Stanislaus  Augustus  in  1764. 

Sweden's  coinage  is  now  covered  from  Gustav  III  in  1771. 

The  U.S.  listings  now  include  state  and  federal  issues  dating  from  as 
early  as  1776. 

A wealth  of  new  and  revised  notations  have  been  appended  to  the  list- 
ings to  clarify  design  differences  and  production  information,  in- 
cluding the  presence  of  restrike  or  other  deceptive  examples  in  the 
hobby  marketplace. 

The  catalogue  has  a wealth  of  information  and  is  highly  recommended.
